Theſe are mms ws the out-cries made againſt us, every where T 
come 3 even among the unlearned and ignorant, as well as the skilful 
and ingenious : Never conlidering,that ſome perſons (inſtead of con« 
ſulting the Stars in the Heavens ) conſulted with the Angels on 
Farth _ And indeed, had but thoſe over-haſty perſons been 
pleaſed to have adventured a ſmall portion of their pains and pa- 
tience , to that they loſt, and inſpected the matter bur a little more 
warily, they might quickly have found what their too ſudden pallions 
(by the example of one mans fault ) blamed the whole Society | un- 


juſtly ! ] for want of, viz. apparent PrediCtions (ſo apparent I mean, 


as durit in zood policy be written ) of that ſo eminent Cataſtrophe 
which aappened among us. 

For, not onely my ſelf, but Mr. J#Þarton,Booker, Tanner, Trigge,8c, 
gave ſufficient notice thereof, Nay, it was indeed predicted by moſt 
others, who wrote that year, except that onely one lingle perſon 
before ſpoken of, who was accounted Prineeps,the chief of us. 

Humanum e#t errare ; "T's but like a man to erre : but to erre know- 
ingly , is ( beyond all queſtion )) ain of a far deeper dye. Whether 
that ſingular perſon did ſo or not, I ſhall not ſay (others there are, that do 
avouch it loudly ! )) but hope and expett he will afford ſome ſatisſattion 
to the world therein, by þjs awn Pen. 

Now, it Aſtrologies DetraGtors would but ſhew themſelves ſo chari-

And 
in my judgment on the great Eclipſe of the Sun in Scorpio, 1 ſay,Fupi- 
zer his being in Quartile of Mars, and Sol, ſecretly whiſpers unto
